July 9, 2009 - CATHOLIC VETERANS SUPPORT THE 
MOJAVE DESERT VETERANS MEMORIAL - - 

Catholic War Veterans of the United States offer our unwa- 
vering support of the legal efforts to defend the veterans 
memorial site known as the "Mojave Desert Veterans 
Memorial" in California. 

The monument was erected in 1934 by U.S. military veterans 
of World War I to honor and remember all veterans who have 
given their life in war. The veterans chose to erect a simple 
white cross as the centerpiece for their memorial atop the 
rocks where they saw a distinct discoloration representing a 
WWI "Doughboy" figure. Since its erection by local Veterans 
of Foreign Wars Post in 1934 members, and until 1984, it was 
cared for by one of the original participants. In 1984, and 
upon his request prior to his death, the care of the memorial 
was transferred to his close friend, a private non-veteran citi- 
zen of the area. To date, this citizen has held it as an honor to 
continue to care for the memorial. 

In 1999, the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) acted to 
have the memorial removed without success. In 2001 and on 
behalf of Frank Buono (who is described in the court record as 
a practicing Roman Catholic) the ACLU filed a federal lawsuit 
to force the memorial to be removed. Since that time the case 
has been appealed and is to be addressed by the Supreme 
Court later this year. The decision of the Supreme Court will 
decide the ultimate fate of thg memorial. 

As Roman Catholics and military veterans of this nation, we 
strongly urge the Supreme Court to reverse the decision of the 
9th Circuit Court of Appeals ifi this case, and to protect for the 
benefit of future generations this veterans' memorial as it was 
originally erected in 1934. We call upon all citizens to assist in 
the legal defense efforts by spreading the word about this case 
and signing the petition located at the website: www.dont- 
tearmedown.com. The website is the product of Liberty Legal 
Institute of Piano, Texas, who is generously providing legal 
defense resources before the courts. 

July 20, 2009 - CATHOLIC VETERANS CON- 
CERNED ABOUT HEALTH CARE REFORM - - As 

Congress continues to debate national health care reform, we 
are concerned about some measures currently being suggest- 
ed for implementation. While recognizing the need for some 
form of national health care reform, we will not support any 
such legislation unless it contains the following criteria: 
1. No federal or state funding for abortion services of any 
kind. 2. A clear provision supporting the rights of medical 
workers to refuse to perform ariy procedures that conflict 
with their moral and ethical conscience. 



Additionally, we will not support any legislation if it does not 
meet the following criteria: 

1. No state owned and operated health care insurance plan. 
State owned and operated essential services are defined as 
Socialism, and the first steps towards Communism. We are 
emphatically against the adoption of any forms of Socialism 
and Communism. 2. The total cost of the reform legislation 
should not result in an increase in government spending, 
national debt, or the need for higher tax rates as evaluated by 
the non-partisan Congressional Budget Office. 

It is essential that any proposed legislation be thoroughly 
reviewed by the public before any final vote is taken. 

Sept. 28, 2009 - CATHOLIC VETERANS CON- 
CERNED ABOUT THE LOSS OF RESOLVE TO WIN 
THE WAR ON TERROR - - On September 11, 2001 the 
United States of America was suddenly and savagely 
attacked by Islamic Terrorists. By committing this act, the ter- 
rorists declared war on the United States of America. Our 
government responded to the attack by declaring a "War on 
Terror" and subsequently mobilized not only its own troops, 
but a broad coalition of troops from our allies to combat the 
terrorists on their home soil in Afghanistan, Iraq, and the sur- 
rounding areas. 



It has been over eight 
years since the start of 
combat operations, and 
according to the 
Department of Defense 
casualty reports, over 
4,000 brave service 
members have been 
killed in action, and over 
35,000 have been 
wounded in action.
